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Dormitory  Additions,  Soon  To  Be  Opened, 
Will  Accommodate  Two  Hundred  and  Forty 


NEW  additions  to  Lmdley  Hall 
and  the  Men's  Dormitory  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  upon  the 
opening  of  the  second  semester,  Feb. 
1,  according  to  present  expectations. 
Rooming  accommodations  will  be- 
come available  for  lO^i  girls  in  the 
former,  and  lor  IM  boys  in  the  latter 
hall. 

Already  completed,  and  occupied 
this  fall  for  the  first  time,  is  the  re- 
vamped Carnegie  Library  building — 
which  is  no  longer  a  library,  and 
which  is  scarcely  recognisable  as  the 
structure  that  has  stood  on  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  campus  since  1904. 

The  dormitory  extensions  are  being 
built  and  equipped  at  a  total  cost  of 
$.1^0,000.  The  financing  was  accom- 
plished with  federal  assistance 
through  PWA  and  by  university-is- 
sued bonds. 

The  new,  five-story,  north  wing  to 
Lindley  Hall,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
some  day  be  balanced  by  a  similar 
addition  to  the  south,  was  to  have 
been  ready  for  use  in  September,  but 
work  was  delayed  by  strikes  in  lime- 
stone quarries  in  Indiana.  Ground 
floor  plans  include  a  lounge,  5 1  feet 
by  42  feet,  and  a  kitchen  in  which 
will  be  installed  the  most  modern 
equipment  for  quantity  cookery.  The 
space  in  the  old  section  formerly  re- 
quired for  the  kitchen  and  dish-wash- 
ing rooms  will  be  added  to  the  dining 
room,  which  will  be  redecorated. 

Gordy  Hall  and  Dunkle  Hall  are 
the  names  given  to  the  new  units  of 
the  men's  dormitory.  The  building, 
planned  as  a  quadrangle,  will  soon 
be  half  completed,   and  will  eventu-

ally  house  some  300  men 
students.  The  first  two 
units  were  named  for 
Dafydd  J.  Evans  (1882- 
1926)  and  Joseph  Dana 
(1818-1835).  Honored 
in  the  designations  of 
the  new  halls  are  John 
P.  Gordy  (1886-1896) 
and  Eh  Dunkle  (1884- 
1919).  All,  now  dead, 
are  former  members  of 
the  Ohio  University  fac- 
ulty. The  years  in  par- 
entheses indicate  the  period  of  their 
teaching  services. 

The  area  now  given  over  to  the 
men's  lounge  will  be  incorporated  in 
the  dining  room,  and  spacious  lounge 
and  recreation  quarters  will  be 
opened  in  the  new  section.  As  in 
the  case  of  Lindley  Hall,  the  addi- 
tion will  be  strictly  fire-proof. 

The  rebuilding  of  Carnegie  Hall 
afforded  badly-needed  classroom  and 
faculty  office  space.  The  cost  of  re- 
construction  and  new  equipment  was 
$132,000. 

In  the  two  stories  and  basement 
are  18  classrooms  with  total  seating 
capacities  of  560  students.  The  base- 
ment accommodates  the  headquart- 
ers and  instruction  rooms  of  the  R. 
O.  T.  C,  as  well  as  classrooms  for 
some  members  of  the  English  depart- 
ment. The  two  upper  floors  are  oc- 
cupied by  the  departments  of  psy- 
chology, mathematics,  and  commer- 
cial law. 

The  north  wing  (see  picture)  of 
the  old  building  was  left  intact,  since 
it  was  of  fire-proof  construction,  but 
the  principal, 
and  older  sec- 
tion was  entire- 
ly rebuilt.  The 
m  a  i  n  entrance 
is  from  Park 
Place.  New 
walks  and  steps 
have  been  built 
since  the  accom- 
panying picture 
was  taken.  The 
original  build- 
ing was  erected 
at  a  cost  of  ap- 
p  r  o  X  i  m  a  tely 
$55,000,   of 
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Carnesie    Hall   Takes   On   New   Form 

which  $30,000  was  contributed  by 
Andrew  Carnegie. 

Although  some  relief  was  experi- 
enced following  the  opening  of  Car- 
negie Hall,  the  problem  of  classroom 
space  is  still  an  acute  one.  More 
serious,  still,  is  the  matter  of  adequate 
laboratory  facilities.  Three  succes- 
sive Legislatures  have  been  appealed 
to  for  help,  but  in  vain.  A  new 
science  building  and  a  new  classroom 
building  are  crying  needs. 

Although  no  new  construction  was 
involved,  extensive  remodeling  was 
required  in  the  arrangement  and 
equipment  of  the  Men's  Union 
lounge  and  ballroom  for  use  as  a 
student  grill.  The  work  was  done 
during  the  past  summer,  and  the 
Grill  opened  for  business  on  Sept.  15. 
The  name  of  the  building  has  been 
changed  from  Men's  Union  to  Stu- 
dent Union,  since  the  main  floor  is 
now  open  to  both  men  and  women 
students  and   faculty  members. 

The  Grill  project  was  approved  by 
the  Campus  Affairs  Committee  last 
spring  when  it  became  apparent  that 
P.W.A.  funds  for  a  new  Student 
Union  building  would  not  be  forth- 
coming from  Washington.  Seven 
hundred  dollars  contributed  by  stu- 
dents last  year  in  a  drive  for  a  social 
center  was  used  as  the  nucleus  of  a 
$4,000  fund  required  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  grill.  The  balance 
was   provided   from   A.L.E.   funds. 

The  Grill  has  booths  and  tables 
that  will  accommodate  165  persons. 
The  center  of  the  old  ballroom  floor 
has  been  left  free  for  dancing  to 
music  provided  by  a  Seeburg  record- 
ing machine.  Fountain  drinks  and 
lunches  are  available.  Private  parties 
may  use  the  former  reading  room.

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Editorial  Comment 


A  SSERTING  THAT  a  better  school  system  is  neces-

if  democracy  is  to  survive  in  the  United  States, 


the    American    Youth    Commission  contended    recently 

that  It  would  be  short-sighted  from  a  military  point  of 

view  to  economize  on  education   to  pay   for  a  stronger 
national  defense. 

"The  skill  and  intelligence  of  the  soldier  are  more 
important  in  this  day  of  technological  warfare  than  ever 
before,"  the  commission  said.  "The  educational  deficien- 
cies of  many  out-of -school  young  people  are  so  great  that 
a  nationwide  program  of  remedial  education  is  essential 
if  they  are  to  be  effectively  useful  to  their  country  in 
either  peace  or  war." 

"In  the  larger  view,"  the  report  continued,  "the 
primary  motive  of  any  program  of  national  defense  is  to 
protect  our  freedom  and  our  democratic  institutions.  In 
this  respect,  education  is  established  in  public  policy,  not 
as  a  secondary  interest,  but  as  the  iirst  line  against  that 
internal  breakdown  which  in  many  nations  has  proved  to 
be  even  more  dangerous  than  external  attack." 

The  commission,  headed  by  Owen  D.  Young,  might 
also  have  warned  against  the  growing  tendency  to  enlarge 
relief  and  old-age  pension  funds  at  the  expense  of  the 
public  schools.  If,  because  of  the  present  disposition  to 
curtail  the  productive  years  at  both  ends  of  the  life  span, 
the  young  men  and  women  in  the  25  to  50-year  bracket 
are  to  be  required  to  support  all  others  in  their  midst, 
they  should  be  afforded  every  advantage  in  the  prepar- 
atory stages  of  their  careers. 

The  young,  the  aged,  and  the  unfortunate  must  be 
made  reasonably  secure  in  their  existence,  but  it  will  not 
help  their  lot  to  handicap  those  upon  whose  shoulders 
the  burden  of  support  falls  most  heavily. 


DR.  R  .  L.  MORTON,  professor  of  education,  in  a 
recent  address  before  the  Athens  Rotary  Club, 
brought  strikingly  to  the  attention  of  the  local  business 
men  some  of  the  University's  financial  and  cultural  con- 
tributions to  the  community.  The  cultural  contributions. 
Dr.  Morton  said,  are  at  least  as  great  if  not  greater  than 
the  financial  contributions. 

Presence  of  the  university  means,  he  said,  the  resi- 
dence in  Athens  of  a  large  number  of  university-bred 
men  and  women.  The  community  is  also  enriched  by 
the  visits  to  the  campus  each  year  of  artists,  lecturers, 
and  experts  in  a  wide  variety  of  fields.  To  these  should 
be  added  contributions  of  the  engineering  and  scientific 
staffs  of  the  university,  cooperating  with  local  physicians, 
engineers,  and  officials  in  the  furtherance  of  civic  causes 
and  enterprises. 

In  presenting  statistics  in  demonstration  of  the  uni- 
versity's financial  contribution  to  Athens,  Dr.  Morton 
told  the  Rotarians  that  the  universtiy  brings  to  the  com- 
munity each  year  approximately  one  million  dollars  in  its 
own  appropriation,  over  $912,000  of  which  is  used  in 
paying  resident  employes,  and  about  50  per  cent  of  which 
is  diverted  into  local  trade  channels.  Of  the  maintenance 
fund  amounting  to  $87,800  per  year,  he  added,  part  is 
spent  locally  and  part  is  spent  in  other  communities  for 
equipment  not  available  in  Athens. 

The  .t,.tOO  students,  not  including  the  large  number 
of  summer  students,  spend  in  Athens  annually  an  aver- 
age of  $400  per  capita.  This  money  is  spent  for  rents 
in  private  homes  and  boarding  houses,  restaurants,  stores, 
filling-stations,  and  other  business  estabhshments.  In 
round  figures,  one  million  dollars  per  year  received  by 
local  business  houses  is  derived  from  student  sources. 

In  addition,  the  speaker  continued,  the  university's 
athletic  program  brings  to  the  city  approximately  10,000 
persons  annually,  all  of  whom  spend  several  dollars  each 
during  their  stay,  exact  figures  being  unknown.  The 
annual  mothers'  week-end  is  another  stimulant  to  local 
trade,  bringing  to  the  city  an  average  of  1,000  mothers 
each  year. 

The  Southeastern  Ohio  Education  meeting,  held 
here  annually,  brings  an  influx  of  approximately  3,000, 
adding  further  to  the  receipts  of  Athens  merchants  and 
other  business  men.  Similar  stimulants  to  business  are 
the  district  scholarship  contest,  bringing  over  1,000 
pupils,  teachers,  and  parents;  and  the  Bankers'  Forum, 
the  Home  Economics  Conference,  and  many  other  meet- 
ings and  conventions. 

Concluding  his  address.  Dr.  Morton  told  the  Rotar- 
ians that  the  University's  financial  value  to  the  com- 
munity would  increase  greatly  if  administrators  were 
able  to  secure  much-needed  additional  appropriations 
from  the  state.  About  $1,601,000  is  needed,  he  said, 
and  has  been  requested  but  with  no  success.  He  urged 
Athens  business  and  professional  men  to  use  their  in- 
fluence in  securing  the  additional  funds  for  the  uni- 
versity. 

The  obtaining  of  such  an  increase  would  result,  Dr. 
Morton  stated,  in  benefits  to  business  men  themselves 
and  to  the  community  as  a  whole,  as  well  as  to  the 
university.

OHIOS  president.  Dr.  H.  G.

What  the  scholars  may  have  thought 
is  not  a  matter  of  record,  but  that  the 
undergrads  enjoyed  the  performance 
there  is  no  doubt.

Member  of  Indiana  Medical  Faculty 
For  More  than  Quarter  of  Century 

Dr.  Jacob  A.  Badertscher,  '09,  (see 
cover  page),  professor  of  anatomy  in 
the  Indiana  University  School  of 
Medicine  at  Bloomington,  Ind.,  was 
born  and  reared  on  a  farm  near 
Bluffton,  Ohio. 

After  attending  Ohio  Northern 
University  for  a  period,  and  desiring 
a  better  foundation  in  the  biological 
sciences,  he  entered  Ohio  University 
from  which  he  received  a  Ph.B.  de- 
gree in  1909  and  a  Ph.M,  degree  in 
1910.  At  his  alma  mater  he  was  as- 
sistant in  biology,  1908-10,  under  the 
late  Dr.  W.  F^  Mercer. 

He  entered  Cornell  University  in 
1910  as  a  graduate  student  and  as  an 
instructor  in  the  department  of  his- 
tology and  embryology.  He  was 
granted  his  Ph.D.  degree  from  that 
institution  in  the  summer  of  1914. 

In  the  same  year,  1914,  Dr.  Bad- 
ertscher accepted  an  instructorship  in 
the  department  of  anatomy  at  the  In- 
diana University  School  of  Medicine. 
He  was  promoted  to  assistant  pro- 
fessor in  19H,  to  associate  professor  in 
1917,  and  to  full  professor  in  1921. 
Since  1917  he  has  had  charge  cf  the 
courses  in  histology  and  neural  anat- 
omy. 

His  principal  scientific  researches 
have  dealt  with  muscle  degeneration, 
blood  forming  organs,  ultimobranchial 
bodies,  pineal  gland,  myelinated  nerve 
fibers,  and  methods  in  histological 
technique. 

He  is  a  member  cf  the  American 
Association  of  Anatomists  and  the 
American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  and  is  a  Fellow 
of  the  Indiana  Academy  of  Science. 
His  name  is  listed  in  American  Men 
of  Science.  He  also  is  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Sigma  Xi,  a  national 
honorary  scientific  society,  and  of  Phi 
Chi,  medical  fraternity. 

Dr.  Badertscher  married  Miss 
Mary  Goble  of  Beaverdam,  Ohio,  in 
1904.  While  at  Ohio  University, 
Mrs.  Badertscher  was  a  student  in  the 
School  of  Music.  They  have  two 
sons,  Darwin  Earl  and  Robert  Carl. 
Darv-jin  received  his  A.B.  degree  from 
Indiana  University  and  his  Ph.D.  de- 
gree from  Pennsylvania  State  College. 
He  is  now  a  research  chemist  for  the 
Socony-Vacuum  Oil  Company  at 
Paulsboro,  N.  J.  Robert  received  his 
B.S.  degree  from  Indiana  University 
and  is  now  a  senior  in  the  Indiana 
University  School  of  Medicine.

He 
pointed  out  the  present  precarious 
condition  of  the  railroads,  which 
were  at  one  time  the  greatest  coal 
consumers  in  the  country.  Third, 
the  increase  in  efficiency  of  coal 
utilization,  particularly  by  the  pub- 
lic utilities,  has  further  decreased 
the  number  of  tons  required  per 
year.
